At vresent however it is a fact 
that Alberta is importing pork for her 
own use.

EARLY GLOSING 
NOT APPLIED 
TO LAUNDRIES 


Important Decision is Handed 


Down by Justice Scott in the 
Supreme Oourt 


That the man who washes ay 
Tinea and ca: on the general busi- 
reas of a lau ia not Going a com- 
merctal business and is not compelled 
to close hia premises at etx o'clock as 
4o other stores, is the finding of Mr. 
Justice Walsh in the supreme conrt, 
and whose judgment quasites the con- 
viction of Mah~Kee, who in the city 
police court had been found guilty of 
allowing bie place of business to re- 
main open after aix o'clock, when 
other stores and stops were closed. 
The quashing of thie conviction is 
important, ea it has a bearing on the 
vexed question of Chinese laundries, 
which have been doing bualiness after 
the usual closing hour for city stores. 

The section of the city charter un- 
der which the conviction was regiattr- 


“AN stores, shops and places dotng 
a commercial or other business, ex- 
cept etich as thp council may exenrpt, 
shall be clowged at six o'clock in the 
afternoon of every week-day.” 

Mr. Justice Walsh, in quashing the 
coaviction, rules the laundry out of 
the above provisions, and says: 

“A laundry ‘is certainly neither a 
store nor a ehop. I think that it ts 
not a place deing a commercial or 
other business. I read the word 
‘commerce’ in the sense of reiating to 
commerce. partly on the ejusdem gen- 
erls principle and partly because that 
is its ordinary and generally under- 
sto meaning. I do not think that 
it 1d occur to very many people 
that a man whose occupation ie that of 
washing other people's dirty linen is 
carrying on a commercial business. 
The word ‘commercia!’ conveys to the 
mind the idea of dealing or trading ta 
some article of commerce and that 
idea ts strengthened here by the words 
‘consmercia] business’ being backed up 
with the words stores and shops.'”

(>) In choosing the scholars, the 
committee of eseiect on will give con- 
sideration not only to literary and 
scholastic attainments, but also to 
personal character, physical fitness, 
qualities of leadership. Other cond - 
tions being equal, preference will be 
|given to a returned eoldier, his sister, 
son or daughter. 

Each committee will also ascertain 
if the record of the candidate chosen 
as scholar and his or her aims and 
ideals are consistert with the aims 
and ideals of the order. 

6. The scholarships shall be of the 
value of $1,400 per annum, tenable 
for one year.

Ottawa, Oct, 22—(Canadian 
Press)—The position of the sugar 
refiners was under discussion to- 
day at a meeting of the cabinet 
which lasted till 1.30 this after- 
noon,. A conclusion in the matter 
was not reached. The cabinet 
meets again this afternoon, and 
probably this evening. 

Ottawa, Oct. 22—-Sugar refiners were 
in conference with Sir Henry Drayton, 
minister of finance, for some time 
this morning, but decision as to a de- 
finite line of action was not reached. 
There is now opening a mild cam- 
paign of communications in favor of 
some assistance being given to the 
refiners. When the board of com- 
merce passed the sugar order, subse- 
quently suspended by the govern- 
ment, there was a flood of denuncia- 
tory letters and telegrams. Today, 
members of the government are receiv- 
ing appeals that something should be 
cone to prevent the entire closing 
down of the refineries and the conse- 
quent throwing out of work of the 
employees.

It is stated that the different 
coals were used in the tests, one of 
which was tae grade of Americar 
steam coal now being !mported into 
the west. The latter stood as sixth on 
the list in respect to fuel value and 
efficiency, the five best coals being 
in every case, Alberta mined. 

These tests were not carried out tn 
any osephazard manner, but were 
made at the government power plant, 
under precisely the same conditions, 
and were witnessed by expert engin- 
eers representing the several interests 
concerned, who signed all the reports. 

Alberta coal operators are stronely 
of the opinion that, as a result of 
these tests, a great Impetus will 
be given to the volume of Alberta coa 
used in Manitoba,
